who must cross the street and 
sets a bad example in its dis- 
regard for the law, 

Stopping on the crosswalk, 
This is unfair to the young-

the School Safety Patrols who 
deserve your full cooperation, 

Pulling in front of a school 
bus, In a last minute dash to 
get their child on the bus, some 
parents pull up and block the 
bus.
